
New York Storm Victims:

Apply Now for Disaster Assistance
All five boroughs of New York City

and the counties of Nassau and Suff o l k
were declared major federal disaster areas
as a result of damage to homes and bu s i-
nesses from the October Nor’easter. Pres-
ident Clinton issued a major disaster dec-
laration on Nov. 19 at the request of Gov.
G e o rge Pa t a k i .

The declaration enabled the Federal
Emergency Management Agency
(FEMA) and other federal agencies to
team up with state and local disaster
workers to help victims of the storm in
New York.

“The federal-state partnership en-
ables us to provide victims with easy ac-
cess to a wide range of disaster recovery
assistance,” Gov. Pataki said.

The aid, to be coordinated at the
federal level by FEMA, can include
grants to help pay for temporary hous-
ing, minor home repairs and other seri-
ous disaster-related expenses. Low-inter-
est loans from the U.S. Small Business

Administration also are available to
cover uninsured or under-insured private
and business property losses. 

FEMA Director James Lee Witt
urged those who suffered flood dam-
ages, including people with insurance, to
sign up promptly for assistance during
the application period. FEMA may be
able to help with losses that insurance
does not cover. 

“ I t ’s really tough when you see so
m a ny people who have wo r ked all their
l ives to accumulate fa m i ly belongings
o n ly to lose them,” Witt said. “That’s
r e a l ly hard on them, but we ’ll do what we
can to help them rebuild and recove r.”

Witt named Barbara T. Russell to
coordinate the federal relief effort.

“We want to help people recover as
quickly as possible,” Russell said. “We
want them to know we are concerned,
and we will be there to help them apply
for aid and answer their questions.”

Important Information
about Disaster Assistance

To apply for aid: Call the toll-free
r egistration number, 1 - 8 0 0 - 4 6 2 - 9 0 2 9
(TTY 1-800-462-7585 for hearing- and
s p e e c h - i m p a i r e d ) .

If you have insurance: Many pro-
grams may help you, but none of these pro-
grams will provide help for expenses cov-
ered by insurance. Call your insurance
company first.

Information you will need: When you
apply for assistance, you will be asked your
name, address of damaged property, phone
number where you may be reached and
description of your losses.

After you apply: A trained FEMA in-
spector will make an appointment to visit
your property within 10 days. The inspector
verifies your losses to establish your eligi-
bility for disaster assistance programs.

When to expect a check: About 10
days after a FEMA inspector’s visit, if eligi-
ble, you can expect a housing assistance
check.

Role of the U. S . Small Business A d-
m i n i s t ration (SBA ) : S BA makes low - i n t e r-
est loans to renters, home owners and non-
fa rm businesses of all sizes that are not fully
c overed by insurance. It is the primary source
of funds for long-term disaster recove ry.

Grants vs. loans: If you believe you
cannot afford a loan but were referred to
the SBA, it is important for you to return
your completed application. If appropriate,
you will automatically be referred to the
state grant program if you do not qualify
for an SBA loan.

On the Road to Recove r y
I n d ividuals and business owners wh o

s u ffered losses because of the storm and
flooding that occurred Oct. 19-20 and are lo-
cated in the declared areas may be eligible for
assistance. Designated areas as of Nov. 19 in-
clude all boroughs of New York City and the
counties of Suffolk and Nassau.

DISASTER HOUSING 
ASSISTANCE

Help is ava i l a ble for renters and home
owners whose primary residences were dam-
aged or destroyed or who face displacement
from their homes. Aid can include grants for
a l t e rnate rental housing, money for emer-
g e n cy repairs to make a home liva ble or
m o rt gage or rental assistance. Homeow n e r s
m ay also be eligible for assistance to mitiga t e
a gainst future losses.

HOME/PERSONAL PROPERTY
DISASTER LOANS

S BA disaster loans of up to $200,000 are
ava i l a ble to home owners for real estate re-
pairs. An additional loan is ava i l a ble to quali-
fied home owners for mitigation measures to
reduce future damages. Renters and home-
owners may borr ow up to $40,000 to replace
personal property losses. 

INDIVIDUAL AND FAMILY
GRANT PROGRAM

Grants may be made to meet disaster- r e l a t e d
serious needs or necessary expenses not cove r e d
by other assistance programs or insurance.

BUSINESS DISASTER LOANS

Businesses of all sizes and nonprofit or-
ganizations may borr ow up to $1.5 million
from the U.S. Small Business A d m i n i s t r a t i o n
( S BA) to fund repairs or replacement of real
estate, machinery and equipment, inve n t o ry
and other assets. For small businesses, SBA
m a kes economic injury loans ava i l a ble for
working capital to pay necessary obl i ga t i o n s .
E l i g i ble businesses can be in the declared as
well as contiguous counties. An additional
loan amount may be obtained by eligible bor-
r owers for mitigation purp o s e s .

CONSUMER SERVICES

Assistance is ava i l a ble to file consumer
complaints about disreputable business prac-
tices and other probl e m s .

DISASTER UNEMPLOYMENT
ASSISTANCE

We e k ly benefits are ava i l a ble for those
out of work due to the disaster, including self-
e m p l oyed persons and others not covered by
r egular unemployment. A p p ly at your local
u n e m p l oyment offi c e .

SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS

Help is provided to speed the delive ry of
checks delayed by the disaster and to apply
for Social Security disability and surv ivo r
b e n e fi t s .

TAX ASSISTANCE

The Internal Revenue Service (IRS) al-
l ows federal income tax deductions for un-
derinsured or uninsured casualty losses on
homes, personal property and household
goods. Those eligible may file amended re-
t u rns for the previous year to receive early
tax refunds.

FRAUD PROTECTION AND
LEGAL SERVICES 

The U.S. Department of Housing and
Urban Development can assist in cases of un-
l awful discrimination in covered housing.
Complaints of fraud or other misrepresenta-
tion may be filed with the N. Y. State A t t o rn ey
G e n e r a l ’s Office of Consumer Fraud. Lega l
assistance and/or referrals may be ava i l a ble by
calling the New York State Bar A s s o c i a t i o n .

INSURANCE INFORMATION

Assistance is ava i l a ble from the New
York State Department of Insurance on mat-
ters such as expediting settlements, obtaining
copies of lost policies, verifying losses and
filing claims.

VETERANS BENEFITS

I n f o rmation is ava i l a ble about benefi t s ,
pensions, insurance and VA mort gage loans.

VOLUNTEER AGENCY
SERVICES

Volunteer relief agencies, such as the
American Red Cross, Salvation A rmy and re-
ligious groups, offer a wide range of serv i c e s
from supplying victims with home clean-up
kits to financial assistance to meet emerg e n cy
d i s a s t e r-caused needs.

On Oct. 19, 1996, the people of
New York City witnessed the fury of a
Nor’easter which severely damaged
numerous neighborhoods. The Mayor’s
Office of Emergency Management
coordinated the city’s multi-agency
response to the disaster, which included
the efforts of the Fire and Police
Departments, Department of Environ-
mental Protection, Emergency Medical
Service, the Mayor’s Community Assis-
tance Unit and many others. 

Additionally, in conjunction with
the American Red Cross, we activated
14 emergency shelters. The storm,
which dumped nearly 4.8 inches of rain
on the city, caused significant damage
to more than 1,000 homes, some of
which remain uninhabitable to this day.

On behalf of all New Yorkers, I
want to express our appreciation to
President Clinton for making disaster
relief funds available. These funds will
go a long way to ease the economic
hardship that the recent floods imposed
upon families and businesses in our city
— particularly in the hardest hit areas
which include Edgewater Park and City
Island in the Bronx, Springfield
Gardens and Flushing in Queens and
parts of Brooklyn and Staten Island.
This much-needed financial assistance
also will help in our long-term efforts to
prevent flooding in the future.

Take Steps Now to
Avoid Future Damage

You can take steps right now to limit
damage to your home if flooding strike s
a gain. FEMA may be able to help. If you are
e l i g i ble for disaster housing assistance, yo u
m ay also be eligible for funds to take one or
more of the following measures:

Install interior flood walls to protect utili-
ties and appliances against low - l evel flooding.

Relocate main electrical panel to an
upper floor or elevate it to a recommended
12-inch safety margin above the base flood
e l eva t i o n .

E l evate wa s h e r / d rye r, water and/or cen-
tral heating systems. The heating system may
also be suspended with sufficient reinforce-
ment of the ceiling joists.

Anchor fuel storage tank to preve n t
floating and ove rt u rn i n g .

Install floating floor drain plug to allow
water to drain or to prevent the drain from
backing up.

Install interior or exterior backwa t e r
va l ves to help prevent storm water backup
from entering your home through yo u r
b a s e m e n t .
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FEMA community relations representative disseminates information to New Yorkers
affected by Nor’easter.

Disaster assistance 
benefits will not affect
your eligibility for Social
Security, welfare, food
stamps or other federal
benefits.

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Home owners, renters and bu s i n e s s
owners who suffered damage from the Oc-
tober Nor’easter should complete and re-
t u rn their U.S. Small Business A d m i n i s t r a-
tion disaster loan applications promptly.

“ Filing an SBA disaster loan applica-
tion in no way obl i gates the applicant to
accept the loan,” said SBA Regional A d-
ministrator Thomas Bettridge. “We urg e
a nyone who has suffered losses to file as
soon as possibl e .”

E ven if applicants feel they may not
qualify for or do not want an SBA loan, to
protect their eligibility for other forms of
assistance, they still should apply. If they
r e c e ive an SBA loan application in the
mail, they must complete it and return it in
order to be considered for the Indiv i d u a l
and Fa m i ly Grant Program. 

I n d ividuals are encouraged to apply
for assistance and not wait for insurance
settlements, which can take much longer to
process than a loan. Storm victims must
first register for all types of disaster assis-
tance by calling the Federal Emerg e n cy
Management A g e n cy (FEMA) toll-free at
1-800-462-9029 and 1-800-462-7585 f o r
the speech- and hearing-impaired. 

S BA offers loans of up to $200,000 to
repair damaged homes and up to $40,000
to replace personal belongings, including
automobiles. Loans of up to $1.5 million
are ava i l a ble to businesses and non-profi t

Completed SBA loan applications key to assistance…

Apply for SBA Disaster Loans
o rganizations to repair business premises
and propert y.

Although SBA loans cannot be used to
u p grade homes, additional funds may be
ava i l a ble for improvements that will limit
similar damage in the future. Economic In-
j u ry Disaster Loans (EIDLs) also are ava i l-
a ble to help small businesses with fi n a n c i a l
d i fficulties related to the disaster, allow i n g
them to pay bills and meet ex p e n s e s .
EIDLs are ava i l a ble to small businesses in
all declared counties and in contiguous
counties. 

Actual loan amounts and terms are set
by SBA, based on each applicant’s fi n a n-
cial situation. For specific information re-
